The following is a copy of the report 
which was'tilcd by the committee: 

"We, the committee on Kentucky 
Statutes, by whom an investigation of 
the State Board of Health of Kentucky 
has been conducted and completed, beg 
to repoit that we have held numerous 
sittings and have heard testimony offer- 
ed by and for both sides of said investi- 
gation, and have heard the able argn 
menls which were presented in the sum- 
ming up of the great mass of testimony- 
adduced to your committee, and the 
conclusions reached by your committee 
in said investigation are as follows, to- 
wit: 

"First— We beg to report that it is the 
conclusion and finding of your commit- 
tee that House Bill No. 74 in connection 
wilh whice this investigation has been 
held, should be and the same is hereby 
reported with the expression of opinion 
that same ought not to pass. 

"Second— We commend the present 
law relative to the appointment of the 
members of the Board of Health by the 
Governor as being effective to the end of 
securing efficient, capable and reliable 
officials for the Board of Health of the 
Slate of Kentucky. 

COMUBNDS BOARD. 

"Third — We endorse and commend 
the Kentucky Slate Borad of H >allh and 
the officials comprising same, as being 
conscientious, capabie and vigiliant in 
the execution of their important dunes, 
and we recognize the inestimable credit 
to which they are entitled for their well 
directed and judicious work in saving 
the lives of the citizens of the State of 
Kentucky. 

'Section Third. — We find thai it 
would nol be expedient under present 
conditions to remove the Department of 
Health from Bowling Groen to Frank- 
fort; but your committee recommends 
that such removal be effected at such 
future time as will not impair tho effi 
ciency of the board in its work, or im- 
pose unnecessary cost in such removal 
and the reestab ishmenl of the Depart- 
ment at the Capitol. 

"Fourth — Owing to the increased ap- 
propriation recently made to the State 
board of Health, and the great propor- 
tion which the Department of Health of 
Ibis Slate is rapidly assuming we would 
recommend thai tin Stale Inspector and 
Examiner examine and inspect said De- 
partment, and thul same be horeafter 
regularly examined and inspected in the 
same manner that other Slate depart- 
ments and institutions of the Common 
wealth are examined and inspected. 

"Fifth — Your committee files here- 
with as part hereof, an itemized stale 
menl of the expenses incident to the 
investigalion made by it in the connec- 
tion aforesaid, and recommends that an 
appropriation be made for the purpose 
of discharging the indebtedness indicat- 
ed by said statement of account.

"In December, 1911, the 66 men 
employed In the farm machinery divi- 
sion received an average pay of $4.85 
a man; tbe 205 men in tbe shoe factory 
received an average for the month of 
$4.03 a man; the 114 men in the sup- 
port division (cooks, waiters, barbers, 
etc ) received an average of $4.63 
each" 

Taking up the suggestion of Govern- 
or Eberhart that some means be pro- 
vided for state aid to families left in 
need by prisoners committed to work- 
bouses and the atate prison, the re- 
port, referring only to the latter, says 
that "but five per cent of the men 
in state prison have families they 
have left in need of state aid." 

"This is because tbe prisoners as a 
whole are men of roving characters, 
who have no settled home and who, 
accordingly, have no one dependent 
upon them. 

"In this connection," tbe report con- 
tinues, "a law enacted in 1909 ia of 
special Interest It provides for state 
aid for dependent families of men In 
the state priaon. Families are now be- 
ing paid as high as $15 a month under 
this humane 1909 law."

distinct and separate funds as follows 
Registration fees paid by doctors; ex- 
fees paid by applicants to 
medicine; reciprocity fees paid 
by doctors moving into this State from 
other Stales; students' fees paid by stu- 
dents entering madical colleges in Ken- 
tucky: appropriations made by the Leg- 
islature for ihe Slate Board of Health 

M CORMACK FEES. 

"Many people did not know that every 
doctor in Kentucky had to pay Dr. Mc- 
Cormack a fee before he could register 

law: that every student who enters a 
medical college in Kentucky has to pay 
to Dr. McCormack, or his representative, 
a fee of *5 (formerly $2) before he can 
enter college: that when these students 
are graduated, each of them has to pay 
to Dr. McCormack, in addition, $10 be- 
fore he can practice: that every doctor 
who comes into Kentucky from another 
Slate has to pay Dr. McCormack a fee 
of (25 before he can practice in this 
State. If I bad time to ascertain ac- 
curately what these fees alone have ag- 
gregated since Dr. McCormack has been 
in control, I believe it would be a sum 
sufficient size to stamp out all the 
' hookworms" in Kentucky. 

"The Legislature appropriates $30,000 
annually for the State Board of Health, 
and also provides that the public printer 
shall supply the board with all neces- 
sary printing, books, etc. All of this is 
in addition to the -fees which the board 
receives Since the last Legislature met 
the 'public printer' has expended over 
$12,000 for the Slate Board of Health. 

BXPKKSBS Of BOARD. 

"In addition to the moneys which 
come directly into the hands of Dr. Mc- 
Cormack as secretary of the board, there 
are as any expanses which the people 
have to pay on account of this board. 
Last year it must have •soot th 

$12,000 printing bill, to put the vital 
statistics law in operation. This ag- 
gregates $92,000 during the year 1811, 
and does not include the 'fees.' All of 
the $30,000 above mentioned was paid 
by the fiscal courts of the various coun 
ties,and not out of the Board of Health's 
money.

"Dr. J. N. McCormack staled under 
oath, at the beginning of this investiga- 
tion that he had been working for the 
of $1,200 per y%ar ever since 
of the board.

I find the 
following minutes dated June 13, 1885: 
'Upon motion the secretary was authoriz- 
ed to use the fees for issuing certificates 
to physicians from and after January 1, 
1*5. as his compensations for issuing 
same.' Dr. J. X. McCormack wrote 
these minutes. At that time there was 
a large sum on hand that had accrued 
from these fees. Dr. McCormack ad- 
mits that this sum had been placed to

three yean. He doesn't tell us how he 
arrived at the Income $4,977 or the ex- 
penses of $2,577. He certainly has a 
good memory, as all records were 
burned. Twenty-four hundred dollars 
strikes me as 'round numbers.' I would 
really like to know how much of the 
$2,577 of 'expenses' went to the doctor s 
private and official family. Whatever 
else is true, these admitted facts show 
that there is nothing in the doctor's 
claim that he was working for the 'pit- 
tance' of $1,200 per annum, even at that 
distant date 

"Although a motion was made before 
this committee more than two weeks 
ago and although the committee several 
days later issued a rule to compel Dr. 
McCormack to file his checks and 
vouchers covering expenditures, also 
books showing the income in detail, un- 
der his registration act from the time of 
his fire in 1895 until 1900. Dr. McCor- 
mack has failed and refused to file 
same. In a misleading and artfully 
prepared statement, which be suc- 
ceeded in having published in the daily 
papers just after the rule was issued, he 
pretended to file the si papers and ins in - 
he had been unfairly treated 
of the rule. This 
published 

statement, as well as I do. You all know 
that he has failed to file what he prom 
ised to file and what your rule demanded 
he should file. You all know 
we have treated him with the utmost 
fairness and consideration: and that he 
been given a wide range and every 
in presenting bis case to this 
Not once have I been heard 
to object to anything he has said or 
done, although many of his statements 
and much of bis conduct has been open 
to objection. I hnve always tried to 
show him more than the respect he)was 
entitled to. 

'The truth is, he could file these 
vouchers, but he dido'l want to. Prior 
to 1906 the people's money and Dr. Mc- 
Cormack 's money were one and the 
same thing to the doctor. Both were 
mingled and commingled indiscrimi- 
nately. Both were deposited to his in- 
dividual credit in bank and checks were 
drawn for his personal expenses and his 
Board of Health's expenses from the 
same bank account. The checks which 
I hand you show you that th s is true. 
Here are a number of checks signed by 
J. N. McCormack individually drawn 
on Matlock-Potter Trust Company, 
Bowling Green, to pay the Board of 
Health's 'expense*. Later I will show 
you more of these checks and what they 
were drawn for.

"Under the act of 1904. Dr. McCor- 
mack was shorn of some of his powers. 
One homeopath, one eclectic and one 
osteopath were given places on the 
board. A new regime commenced. 
Accounts had to be kept differently. 
New friends had to be made Supposed 
enemies had to be placarded. No longer 
could Dr. McCormack claim all the 
'fees.' A division was inevitable. To the 
discredit or Dr. Mayer, be it said, that 
Dr. McCormack must have induced him 
to present to the board on August 10, 
1906, the following resolution: 

"That the sum now on hand arising 
from fees of applicants, $100 shall be 
paid to each member as compensation 
for examining and grading papers; that 
the remainder, not exceeding $500. shall 
be paid to the secretary. Dr. J. N. Mc- 
Cormack, for services rendered. That 
of the funds accruing hereafter from 
registrations, examinations and recipro- 
cal relations, after all expenses in ad 
ministering the laws have been paid, 10 
per cent shall be paid each member and 
the remaining 90 per eent shall be paid 
to the secretary. 

"This is the first dividend Dr. Mc 
Cormack ever declared. He had been 
getting all the fees. Under the division 
he was able to hold on to 30 per 
of them. He is still getting his 30 
per cent, although the resolution went 
through many years ago. when few, if 
any, of the presen' members composed 
the Board of Health. What splendid 
evidence of the altruistic spirit that ani- 
mates the doctor. 

UKBT DIVIDEND 

"I hand you, gentlemen, the checks 
showing the first dividend the doctor 
declared under the 'Mayer resolution.' 
You will see these checks are drawn by 
J. N. McCormack. individually. Each 
is for $180. It is needless to say 
it was unnecessary for a check to 
be drawn in Dr. McCormack's favor. 
The money was already deposited in his 
name. All he had to do was to pay the 
other fellows. The money that re- 
mained on hand was claimed as his own 
and there was nobody to deny his claim. 

"What .became of Dr. Mayer, the 
man who introduced the dividend reso- 
lution' When his term expired he was 
appointed Assistant Sanitary Inspector 
at a salary of $100 per month and ex- 
penses. Dr. Kellar, his successor on 
the board, testified that he performed 
practically no duties and that the board 
let him slide at some indefinite lime: 
that be was dropped from the payroll, 
he knew not when nor where. 

'The following provisions will to 
found in Section 2320 of the Kentucky 
Statutes; The questions • * • shall 
be prepared by a committee of the board 
to consist of five members The mem- 
bers of the board shall be entitled to re- 
ceive $10 per day and traveling ex- 
panses for each day devoted to such ex 
aminations. The examination book, 
which I hand you, shows that the fol- 
lowing number of examinations have 
lejd since the Mayer dividend 
resolution: In 1800 four examinations, 
117 examined; 1907, two examinations, 
85 examined: 1908, three examinations, 
187 examined; 1909, two examinations, 
150 examined; 1910, two examinations, 
216 examined; 1911, two examinations, 
128 examined.

tied to $150. The law required this 
to be paid out of the fees paid by these 
applicants. Of course other legitimate 
and necessary expenses were to be paid 
out of the applicants' fees also. The 
Attorney Geoeral can doubtless recover 
same by proper proceedings, and we 
should amend the law so that in the 
future the surplus from these fees can- 
not be used as dividends.' 

"As to the 'student fund,' I have 
never been able to find what it amounts 
to. Here are some vouchers dated 8-4- 
1911 and 12-1-1911, showing that Dr. 
Krerick, who, I understand, examined 
the students and rceeived the $5, was 
paid a salary of $25 per month, and also 
that his office rent of $15 per month, 
was paid, not out of the 'student fees,' 
but out of the $30,000 appropriated by the 
Legislature for other and specific pur- 
poses. 

"From 1883 c to 1900 this fund 
amounted to $2,500 annually. J. N. Mc 
Cormack '» salary, from said fund, was 
then $1,200 annually, and his wife's 
salary wos 1150 annually. In 1900 the 
appropriation was increased to $5 000. 
Dr McCormack then increased his 
salary to $3,000 per year, and his wife's 
salary was increased in January, 1902, 
to $3ij0 per year, making $3 300 out of a 
total of $5,000, exclusive of expenses. 
appoihts nis son. 
"In May, 1907, Dr. J. N. McCormack 
turned over his position as Sanitary In- 
spector to his son, Arthur, at a salary of 
$150 per month. The minutes show 
that Arthur was not appointed State 
Sanitary Inspector until August 23, 1907. 
And Dr. Keller testified that Arthur has 
not performed any services as Sanitary 
Inspector since he (Keller) had been on 
the board, and he was appointed in 1908; 
that no report has over been made to 
the board by Arthur and that, aside 
from a-sisting his father, he knew of 
no service Arthur had rendered. 

"Out of last year's appropriation 
fund I find that the following money 
has been wrongfully used: 

" March 7, 1911, voucher in favor of 
Arthur McCormack's expenses in 
Bunco trial, six days, Louisville (J. N. 
claims to pay such i rosecu lions out of 
'practice act fund') $47.80.

"Total, $1,008.30. 

"All of the above amounts, if due at 
all, should have been paid from 'the 
practice act fund' and 'student fund,' 
and not from the 'appropriation fund.' 
The appropriation fund was not in- 
cluded in any 'dividend resolution.' It 
will be remembered, and there are 
many reasons why trie fund which sup- 
plied the dividends should be pre- 
served as far as possible. Dr. J. N. Mc. 
Cormack was not entitled to hold the 
two positions which he held from 1900 
to 1807. to-wit: Secretary of the board 
at $1,200 per annum and Slate Sanitary 
Inspector at $1,800 per annum. One or 
the other of these salaries should be re- 
funded to the Stale. Since he claimed 
he was .working for the 'pittance* of 
$1,200 annually, he should be required 
to refund the $1,000 salary for the entire 
seven years, that is $12,000. This makes 
over $13,000 from the appropriation fund 
that should be recovered, besides the 
dividends' and other illegal expendi- 
tures that have been mentioned hereto- 
fore." 

CHARGES MA' HI N K 
•To prove the existence of a machine 
is often a difficult thing to do. The 'ma- 
chine' usually Posse ss es all the proof 
and it is difficult to obtain. The proof 
in this investigation has been secured in 
a very large degree lrom the McCor- 
macks themselves. It, therefore, must 
be conclusive. 

'There is a wide difference between 
an 'organization' and a 'machine.' One 
is operated for public purposes and the 
other for private or selfish purposes. Dr, 
McCormack has perfected a selfish 'ma- 
chine' out of the Slate Board of Health. 
It ia moreover an old machine. No old 
machine is a good machine. 

' Dr. J. N McCormack appoints 357 
members of the County Boards of Health 
He dors not consult the members of the 
Stale Board of Health in making these 
appointments, although the law says 
they shall be appointed by the State 
Board. The doctor, however, does con- 
sult the 'referees' in making these ap- 
pointments. The 'referees' are noi State 
officers, but are attaches of the State 
Medical Association. The said associa- 
tion has the power, under the present 
law, to nominate a majority of the State 
Board of Health. Incidentally thia as- 
sociation publishes a 'magazine' and 
handles a lot of the physieiaoV money. 
The association is a good thing for the 
doctor to control. In fact, if he wants 
to 'control' his position on the Slate 
Board of Health he bad better oootro

"In order to control the association he 
must control the 'house of delegates' of 
the association, for that is the sovereign 
body of the association. If the "house 
of delegates' are Dr. McCormack s ap- 
pointees on the various county boards of 
health we have the circle completed 
The different county medical societies 
elect these delegates. 

If we find Dr. McCormack's appoin- 
tees to be the active members of the 
various county societies we increase the 
circumference of the circle 

"The minutes show that at the Padu- 
cah meeting of the 'house or delegates' 
the following appointees were men who 
controlled that body: L. E. Taylor, J. 
E. Wilson, J. L Atkinson, A. D. Wil- 
muth, W. W. Richmond, E. A. Frazier. 
C. E. Poole, J. S. Lock, H. C McCord , 
C. G. Dougherty, F. A Stone, M. M. Mc- 
Dowell. J. W. Pryor, C. 5C. Aud. D. O. 
Hancock, W. B. McClure, J. G. Carpen- 
ter, I. A. Shirley, A. T. McCormack, E. 
Ran, B W. Smock, and JJ. E. Rodman. 
Almost without exception these men are 
Dr. McCormack's appointees. 

"On page 10 of the November 1, 1911, 
issue oj the Medical Journal is given a 
list of the secretaries the various county 
medical societies. Fifty-one of llitse 
secretaries are appointees of J. N. Mc 
Cormack on the County Boards of Health 
and forty-five are not. Here again he 
has a majority. 

APPOINTEES AT WORK. 

'.'When this legislation was proposed. 
Dr. McCormack put his appointees to 
work against it. His son spent over $700 
for stamps and postal cards and practi- 
cally every doctor in the State was com. 
municated with immediately. The 
'works were set in' at the people's ex- 
pense. It seems that Dr. McCormack 
has a sort of endless chain working in 
connection with his 'machine.' He uses 
what he has to keep you from taking 
away from him anything he has and to 
compel you to give him more. 

"Why are the headquarters of the 
State Board of Health located at Bowl- 
ing Green Why are the headquarters 
of the Stale Medical Association at Bowl- 
ing Green I Why is the 'medical maga- 
zine' published at Bowling Green? 

"I have proven that Dr. Arthur Mc- 
Cormak's partner, Dr. Lillian South, the 
present State Bacteriologist, was first ap 
pointed for four years at a salary of $100 
per month; thai one year after she ac- 
cepted this at that salary the sa ary was 
increased to $200 per month; thut when 
she was appointed State Bacteriologist it 
was recogmzed|tliat she was not qualified 
to holp the position: that Dr. McCor- 
mak sent her away on a 'qualifying trip' 
and that the people paid her expenses: 
that she has never refunded said ex- 
penses. 

"In 1898, Dr. imock was located in 
Warren county. He was a member of 
the Warren County Board of Health. He 
moved to Jefferson county and was im- 
mediately placed on the Board of Health 
of that county. He is the son of the 
foster sister of Dr. J. N. McCormack. 
Thus the machine works. 

IN POWER THIRTY YEARS. 

"Dr. J. N. McCormack has been in 
power for over thirty years. He lias at- 
tended every session of the Kentucky 
Legislature since before I was b rn, and 
nearly always at the people's expense. 
In 1908 I find vouchers for I237.80 cover- 
ing his expenses at Frankfort. All the 
details of these expenses are not slated. 
There are many similar vouchers for a 
number of other years when the legisla- 
ture was in session: likewise here is a 
voucher for $30 to pay Dr. Lillian South' s 
expenses in Frankfort during the 1910 
session of the legislature, although she 
swore she paid all of her own expenses 
Shall we uphold a person who is willing 
to swear like that? 

"Here is a voucher dated March 17, 
1910. drawn in favor o( J. N. McCormack 
for $13, covering railroad fare and sleep- 
er, when he swore be was using a rail- 
road and sh eper pass in order to save 
the people money. I also find vouchers 
for 'sleeper' in August and December of 
the same year, also January and Febru- 
ary, 19ll. Here are vouchers showing 
that the people of Kentucky have paid 
Dr. McCormack's expenses to Cuba, 
Denver, Chicago, New Orleans, Wash- 
ington, Atlantic City and other distant 
points. 

"Dr. Roe Blair, of Russell county, was 
not given a license to practice until after 
the last session of the legislature. Those 
of you gentlemen who were members of 
the last House will remember Dr. B.'air 
and what he did to qualify himself 
while here. 

FATHER AND SON. 

"I have been amused at some of the 
sworn statements that have been tiled 
with you. Dr. J N. McCormack would 
come in and testify to son Arthur's vir- 
tures. Arthur would then testify to bis 
father's many virtues. Then his part- 
ner, Dr. Lillian South, would testify to 
the wonderful qualifications of Jjuth 
father and son. 1 was touched by Ar- 
thur's pathetic tribute to his father's 
work when he referred to the work dur- 
ing the yellow fever outbreak in Bowl- 
ing Green in 1878. I have here the re- 
port of Dr. R. C. Thomas, of the Stale 
Board of Health, made in !-:-'. regard- 
ing that outbreak of yellow fever in 
Bow ang Green, and I find no mention of 
the valiant, patriotic service of Dr. J. 
N. McCormack. What a precocious boy- 
Arthur was. I can see him now, a youth 
of lender years, pecking on a typewriter 
away back in the 'eighties,' when type- 
writers were practically unknown, and 
when there not more than two typewri- 
ters at the Capitol in Frankfort. 1 can 
see him assisting bis father with all 
those diplomas, the opening of which 
netted the family -two dollars per diplo- 
ma' less the delec ive and lawyers' fee. 
I can see him saving the people $1,000 a 
year with his railroad passes, when one 
the best members of ihe Board, Dr. Kel- 
ler, who has been serving several years, 
testified that if he did anything besides 
assist his father with the clerical work 
at Bowling Green be did not know of it 
I have concluded that Arthur McCor- 
mack is a sort of 'standing army' for 
the great public health. Thus the 'ma- 
works. 



pie's money. The report covered only 
a short period of time and certified only 
to the fact that the checks as drawn 
corresponded with the accounts as ren- 
dered. The report did nut undertake to 
say whether or not the accounts were 
proper, and it really has no value. 

"It has also developed that all Ihe 
vouchers and books were not filed; that 
in spile of the doctor's pretense that he 
was perfectly willing to file everything, 
everything his not yet been filed. I 
think he should be cal'ed the 'great pre- 
tender:' 'pretense' is the banner under 
which he marches. 

"I hand you the health laws of Ohio, 
Virginia and West Virginia. My pro- 
posed law is in line wilh the laws of 
these progressive States. Here is an- 
other copy of the substitute for my bill. 
If you don't do anything else, move the 
headquarters of the board to Frankfort. 
There is no reason for it to be a Bowling 
Green, except that Dr. McCormack re- 
sides there. We can't locate the head- 
quarters of a great department of gov- 
ernment merely to suit the convenience 
of the chief official. Moreover, the Nor- 
mal School needs the space the hoard 
now occupies, for it is here asking for 
an appropriation and explaining it is 
need of more room. 

"I thank you, gentlemen of the com- 
mittee, for the lime and attention you 
have given this matter, and hope you 
will give my bill an early and favorable
